«There is no power that could break, destroy Russia. Russia 
will develop, it will grow, it will strengthen. Everything will melt 
like ice, only onething will remain intact, unaffected — the glory 
of VLADIMIR, the glory of Russia. Too many sacrifices, victims 
were offered. No one can anymore stop Russia. It will sweep 
everything on its way and it will not only preserve itself, but it will
